I have nyself been 
more than curious to know how the village of Loc Tien has changed over the 
last year, particularly after the Tet offensive, but I have not yet moved 
any of ny friends in Vietnam, despite appeals, to find out for me. This 
would sake the piece more topical, and I could make another effort to find 
out if you thought it worthwhile.
